Claims 1-5 and 7-12 are allowed.

Claim 1 is allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in combination, neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a method for producing a can body .. comprising: . . .an 
expanding step wherein the can jacket is inserted into an external mold, a hose element is 
arranged inside of the can jacket and the hose element is expanded, thereby the hose element is 
pressing the can wall against the external mold, wherein the hose element is separated from the 
can jacket, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
